Denver, March 20.—A Colorado Springs 
special says: For over a year there has been 
bitter war between the prohibition and 
anti-prohibition elements of this city. The 
feeling was so bitter that two months ago 
the residenee of Mayor Stockbridge, a Pro- 
hibitionist, was burned to the ground. The 
loss Was $11,000,and it was rumored his 
political enemies had a hand in the matter. 
Ata meeting of the Kepublican and Lib- 
eral 2 last night, Stockbridge was re- 
nominated for Mayor, and this morning at 
8o’clock his new residence was fired and 
burned to the ground, the loss being 88000. 
The American Hotel, «djoining, was dam- 
ed $3000. There is no clew. 

At midnight there is no apparent sign of 
the excitement. Everybody is on 
the streets, most of them heavily armed, 
some carrying shotguns and revolvers, in 
fact anything they can secure. The fire de- 
partment of Colorado Springs has been 
brought here, and will remain the rest of 

the night. 
The whisky men say they intend burning 
at least a dozen more houses owned by pro- 
hibitionists before morning, but everybody 
is on the alert, and wiil defend their prop- 
erty even if it requires the aid of shotguns. 
‘he police have only made two arrests 80 
far tonight. The Mayor will probably ask 
the Governor tomorrow to call out the State 
militia unless the rough element can be 
subdued in the mean time. The better class

LAST DAY OF THE STATE 
SOCIATION, 


An Able Paper on “Technical Edu- 
cation“ by Miss “Cooley of Los 
Angeles—Other Addresses Before 
the Association — Resolutions 
Adopted— The County Institute 
Today. 


first speaker on the programme was 
Dr. Walter Lindley, who spoke rela- 
tive to the Whittier Reform School. 

He narrated the history of the bill 
whereby. the appropriation was se- 
cured, and described the buildings and 
the system that it is proposed. to carry 
out in the government of the institu- 
tion. The ‘cottage plan“ would be 
carried out, whereby the inmates will 
be: classified according to their condi- 
tion and needs, Each cottage will be 
in charge of a master and matron and 
ateacher, who must give instruction 
both literary and industrial. Some of 
the inmates will learn to cook, others 
— carpentering, gardening or 
some other useful trade, so that when 
we graduate students from our school, 
we will have aided in developing boys 
who must assist in developing ou 
country.“ 

“TECHNICAL EDUCATION.“ 
This was the subject of Miss Helen 


Cooley of the Los Angeles State Nor- 


mal School. The speaker detailed at. 


length the growth of technical educa- 


tion from the middle ages, where the 
technical training was developed 
mainly by the apprentice system, and 
the difficulties which bave been over- 


as follows: 


The plan of one technical school may 
serve, with some modifications, as the plan 
forall. All have the same plan of organ- 
ization based on that of the technical schools 
abroad, but adapted to American needs. 
They offer a good education based on math- 
ematics, modern languages, physical 
science, drawing, history and English liter- 
ature. Special attention isgziven to con- 
stitutional history and political science, to 
familiarize the student, as far as time per-. 
mits, with economic and industrial prob- 
lems. Speelal prominence, howevek, is 
given to laboratory and shop practice, de- 
signed to meet the wants of those wishing 
to prepare themselves for the properly 
technical professions. Whatever the subse- 
quent course may be, all students pur- 
sue the same course for one year. 
for this enables the professor to study the 
boys’ adaptation to some special course, 
the student to see the true relation between 
theory and practice, to decide upon his pro- 
fession, and to get into harness for a three 
my hard up-hill pull. A man may take 
ut one course at a time, aud, though 
many are ambitious to cover much ground 
in short time, they soon learn that art is 
long and time is fleeting, and are content to 
give themselves wholly to the partial 
attainment of one art. If atthe end of a 
year a man by taking high standing in 
mathematics and drawiog shows bis adapta- 
tion to civil engineering, he elects that 
course, and is given thorough instruction in 
all the theoretical detail of the business, 
He spends days in making mathematical 
drawings of railroads and bridges, taxing 
at the some time lectures in geology;: 
mineralogy aud studying topography. As 
part of his field work be makes preliminary 
surveys and leveling for railroads, calcu- 
lates rajlroad curves and their locatioa, and 
estimates the cost of bridges, ete., all under 
the superintendence of practical engineers. 
He is made to feel the heavy respo 9 
his position entails; and works under 
strain and conditions that are inevitable in 
his profession. 
If the student bas chosen mechanical en- 
gineering he works on the same principle 
as in civil 2 but in the shops, 
testing engites and boilers, strength of iron 
and cements, and thoroughly familiarizes 
himself with all methods of testing and con- 
struction used by the practical machinists. 
If he is to be an architict, he devotes him- 
self, primarily, to drawing and outlining 
specifications, studying building materials, 
as to cost, strength and durability. It a 
chemist, he is led through a study of general 
chemistry to more difficult analytical work, 
until he has acquired sufficient experience 
to analyze complex compounds accurately 
and rapidly, then he may choose some par- 
ticular branch of chemistry and devote to it 
bis remaining school days or the rest of his 
life. He may take sanitary engineering 
and test the water we drink, the foods we 
eat, the air we breathe, the very blood we 
circulate. Or industrial chemistry, and 
spend a lifetime testing mordants, dyes, 
analine and mineral colors, He may im- 
prove the great science of bleaching, he 
may find substitutes for the present pat: 
ented and expensive colors, be has every 
chance to show his ability or prove its ab- 
sence. He is given every opportunity to 
set the world on fire or merely burn himself 
up. He has but to prove himsely worthy, 
and the State will furnish him with all the 
apparatus that can be purchased or manu- 
factured. The mining engineers, beside 
the regular chemical laboratory work and 
assaying for gold, silver, lead and copper, 
have a small smelting works, where they 
run copper, silver and lead ore, and deter- 
mine for themselves the best method of 
proceedure with refractory ore, and carry 
out original methods, working da 
and night in the garb and coating of coal- 
dust habitual to the common hand in a 


side having a thorough course in electrical 
theory, as far as it now goes, apply them- 
selves in the laboratory to testing strength 
and efficiency of currents, studying economy 
in the use of electricity, and are given 
abundant opportunity to discover new ap- 
plications of the force. The numerous 
novel and useful applications of electricity 
that have been brought before the public in 
the last few years, iadicate glowing posei- 
bilities for the futute young men who are 
trained, not only to keep pace with the aa- 
vancement, but to lead.

the Territories and our new States; and 
rich resources of South America in form 
of mines of gold, silver, iron, copper, lead, 
gems, dye and ornamental woods are lying 
idden as useless for the want of skilled 
engineers to take the initiative in breaking 
down the natural obstacles that forbid com- 
muuication with the commercial world. 
Many of these schools are open to women 
as well as men, and they are given equal 
chance for learning the same professions. 
Much of the work of drafting plans, speci- 
fications, topography, and all of chemi- 
cal analysis can be done by women as well 
as by men.

Before industrial training can reach its 
maximum development and produce the 
most far-reaching effecte the lower schools 
must prepare for technical schoois, as sys- 
tematically as they now prepare students 
for colleges. In the primary grades the 
foundation is laid for this training in the 
complete development of all a child's pow- 
ers by means of the object method. bis 
method of teaching, in its best sense, i 

bringing sound scientific knowledge withi 

reach of a child’s grasp, leading him to 
build up a subject for himself by observa- 
tion, comparison and generalization, using 
the same tests a full-fledged scientist may 
bring to bear upon a new subject. We 
must acknowledge that much of the so-called

facts that 
crammed into a child’s mind. 
his arises partiy from the strong reaction 
against the old-fashioned methods, which 
cultivated the child's memory at the ex- 
pense of other faculties, and made school a 
prison, from which he escaped at 4 o’clock 
with a barbaric yellof relief. This is not 
the fault of the principle, upon which the 
object method is based. It is due to the in- 
competency ef the teacher. Objective 
teaching to children has secured such an 
impetus in the last few years that the little 
I can say for it will not be needed to urge 
its further advancement, It is after the 
children have left the lower grades that 
we find them thrown almost entirely upon 
the text-book. We shall find them in many 
schools studying botany, zodlogy, geology, 
from a text alone, and ali out doors at 
their command. Chemistry is taught en- 
tirely from a text-book, and pbysics to 
the accompaniment of a wheezy air- 
pump and a dilapidated battery. Just a 
step in advance of the object method is the 
objective or laboratory method. A method 
we all conceded so good for pupils two or 


three years ago, is just as good for them 
now. The have not lived past the forma- 
tive peri and will not be past it for 


several years. A little discipline of this 
kind now will do more to show them what 
good, honest, scientific work is than all the 
book knowledge that they can cram in three 
years. How ever plain the work may be 
made by careful explanations by the 
teacher, no law of chemistry or physics 
learned from a book can ever give a stu- 
dent the same impression of satisfaction as 
one he has deduced for himself from exper- 
imenting witha bit of simple apparatus 
ade by his own hands. In how few 
hools is this method’ used and why? 
Teachers say we have not time to work this 
way, nor money to provide facilities. What 
is a pupil’s time for but to gain a discipline 
of mind and hand that will stand bim in 
good stead in other branches or make him 
more fit to carry on any business in life. 
e sciences 80 far overlap each other that 
k well dane in one is done for all. 
great mistake is in teaching too many facts 
that can be turned to no practical aceount. 
Scientific — 1 is a power and kind of 
energy that cap stored up only by sys- 
tematic laboratory work, that gives a grasp 
of facts that can be obtained in no other 
way. A boy or girl who has mastered halt 
the work in an ordinary text-book of phys- 
ics by the laboratory methods, will take 
hold of the latter half with an insight 
and go foundation of facts 
with a rapidity and force amaz- 
ing to those who have not seen it tried. 
Chemistry, if properly taught, is expensive, 
but it is not chemistry taught in any other 
way, and might far better be lett out of the 
common-school curriculum. A compromise 
has been made between the text-book 
and faboratory methods by the teacher per- 
forming the experiments for the — 
edification, and some of us know by ex- 
perience what a poor satisfaction this 
compromise is to both pupils and teacher. 
y may see fields plowed all his boy- 
hood days, but he will never know what 
— is till he puts his own hand to the 
plow handle, The students 
chlorine made, but it is never clear to them 
tilleach has made it with his own hands, 
smelled it with his own nose, and deter- 
mined all its properties for himself. If he 
has timed to make only four gases I should 
let him make those, and he will gain more 
and better discipline and have a truer 
knowledge of chemistry than can be ac- 
quired by learning a text-book from cover to 
cover. In many public schools the neces- 
sity of laboratory work in chemistry has 
been racogni and to some extent pro- 
vided for, but what of physics? The laws 
of this subject that can be evolved from the 
use of apparatus simple as that of any kitchen 
arecrammed bodily, because it costs money 
to —.— those wonders of glass and brass 
so intricate in detail that the teacher must ex - 
plain while the pupil poses as an admiring 
spectator. A sample working laboratory, 
with a rough table and some tools to put in 
the hands of bright pupils, some wood 
easily worked, pasteboard, bits of wire and 
tin, and — — other appliances as can be 
ransacked trom any attic, can be provided at 
a cost far below that of the nick-nacks 
and electrical dolls, ete., found in an or- 
dinarv collection of physical apparatus for 
schools. This simple apparatus was used 
by the men who first deduced the physical 
laws, and its efficiency has never been im- 
proved upon despite the novel devices we 
see manufactured to take its place. 
In such a laboratory, under the guidance 
ofan ingenious and enthusiastic teacher, 
the pupil may learn the truth and beauty of 
Nature’s laws, and walking in their steps, 
catch the spirit of the original investigators. 
Here our boys and girls may form the taste 
that leads to scientific proficiency, thereby 
making their own apparatus lay the founda- 
tion for higher technical professions, and 
here, with hammer and saw, bridge the 
breech at present existing between the 
knowledge-gleaner and the bread-winner.

INTELLIGENT CRITICISM 
NEED OF THE HOUR. 


The free, full and intelligent discus- 
sion of the merits of candidates for 
office, whether hich ‘or low, is the pre- 
rogative of. citizens, It is not only 
their right, but their duty to so dis- 
cuss candidates. In this way only can 
the merits or demerits of aspirants for 
office be developed. There is no di- 
vinity that should hedge about a 
political aspirant and save him from 
the just criticisms of his fellows, 
merely because a convention is to pass 
upon his application for popular favor. 
How, except by this free and full dis- 
cussion in advance which we advocate, 


tion be correctly informed of the re- 
spective merits of and the respective 
objections to opposing aspirants? 

We assume that, as a rule, the great 
body of delegates, fairly elected to any 
Republican convention, desire to faith- 
fully reflect the will of their constitu- 
ents; they are, in the main, honest, 
and seek the best results in making 
their nominations; but it too fre- 
quently happens that, for want of suf- 
ficient and accurate information con- 
cerning the qualifications of different 
candidates before the convention, 
delegates are left so much in 
the dark as to be led astray, 
and unwittingly induced to make in- 
ferior selections, when, had the same 
delegates been thoroughly advised as 
to the different candidates seeking 
their support, they would have made 
vastly better selections, and thus have 
performed for the party and the public 
a much higher order of service. 

These propositions are so plain as to 
require no elaboration. In a party 
composed of independent and thinking 
men, such as the Republican party, it 
is worse than folly for hide-bound poli- 
ticians to attempt to stifle the neces- 
sary and proper discussion of candi- 
dates, from the earliest stages of the 


tion day. Such discussion will go on— 
does go on—ought to go on everywhere 
among the people. Without it no safe 
political steps can be taken, the best 
men cannot be selected, nor the best 
party results achieved. Too often 
victory escapes the party grasp and 
defeat comes as a result of popular 
ignorance, and consequent popular 
apathy touching the candidates for 
‘Office. 

There is, among a certain class of 
narrow, hide-bound, time-serving and 
timid politicians a foolish and futile 
notion that ante-corvention criticism 
of candidates is not the thing; that 
aspirants should be mentioned only 
with the saccharine voice of universal 
taffy; that, in short, before the conven- 
tion is held, everybody and everything 
„goes. The whole responsibilty of 


gates cannot act intelligently, unless 
they are well informed as to the per- 
gonnél, ‘character; qualifications, and 
the availability of the candidates be- 
fore them. . 

‘Your small calibred and timid poli- 
tician does not, to be sure, hope to dis- 
courage or prevent private discussion 
of candidates, for that goes on—upon 
the street, in the club, at the office 
and in the home; but he is particularly 
sensitive when public party journals 
have the audacity to criticise candi- 
dates of their own party before the 
meeting of the convention. 

This isa weak and untenable posi- 
tion once maintained, but now no 
longer defensible, and it we combat, 
in common with other independent 
political journals. By thus doing, we 
believe that we are rendering the best 
possible service to the Republican 
party. This is the course we urge for 
the approaching campaign, not only in 
respect to the first office in the gift of 
the people, but as to all offices and 


| candidates down to the humblest. The 


Republican. party, to succeed in the 
coming contests, needs to make no 
mistakes as to men; it requires the best 
and most available selections in every 
case.. Victory is not so certain that 
risks can be taken; the grasp of the 
party upon popular favor is not so firm 
that all sorts of candidates or any sort 
of a candidate can be safely put before 
the people for popular favor. 

One of the commonest evils and 
greatest dangers surrounding the busi- 
ness of selecting the men who are to 
be our public servants is the persistent 
pushing and the clattering clamor fre- 
quently practiced by the least meri- 
torious aspirants. By much noise and 
tireless persistence they sometimes 
succeed in deceiving conventious and 
securing nominations, only to be 
thrown down, as they should be, when 
they come to stand before the people. 
So, in order that the party shall not 
be imposed upon by pretenders and 
the less meritorious of its members, the 
most searching scrutiny of candidates 
becomes a party as well as a public 
necessity. 

That scrutiny we urge in every case. 
Without it we cannot hope to secure 
good nominations, or achieve successful 
party results where the party margin 
is narrow, as we apprehend it will be 
this year, in both the local and State 
contests. The average voter who stands 
in no terror of the party whip is not 
going to readily vote for an inferior or 
objectiopable*candidate, but is liable, 


vote for the other fellow.“ 
Disaffection of this sort, should it 
be at all general in the Republican 
ranks this year, will jeopardize the re- 
sult on some portion of the genera! 
ticket, as well.as upon the local tickets. 
Such mistakes can be avoided, and 
these apprehended daungers can be 
averted by determined action on the 
part of wise leaders and the mass of 
Republicans, who have only the highest 
aims and seek only the best results, 
Let, therefore, necessary discussion 
and criticism go on, in all quarters and 
in all proper ways. It need not be 
harsh or unfair; it need not be violent 
or vituperative; but it should be fear- 
less, manly, unbiased and searching. 
Republicans! marshal yourselves 
upon safe fighting ground, arrayed in 
the panoply of just principles; meet 
the foe with united front, and you will

Ten thousand letters a. day! Seventy 
thousand letters a week! More than 
three million letters a year! This is 
what the Pension Office mail amounts 
to. The most of the letters are, how- 
ever, managed by clerks, and the Pen- 
sion Office postoftice and distributing- 
room is as big as that of many a village 
postoffloe. Nearly every letter requires 
research, and many of them consume 
several sheets of note paper. Never- 
theless, nbont ten thousand are an- 
swered. every day. The letters received 
from Congressmen amount to about 
one thousand a day, and Congressmen’s 
letters must always be answered. More 
than two thousand pension cases are 
settled every week, and during the 
last six days 1408 invalids have re- 
ceived pensions, and 548 pensions have 
been granted to widows, 613 men have 
been granted an increase of pension, 
and 1783 uew claims have been admit- 
ted. At present theré are nearly half 
a million claims pending in the Pen- 
sion Office, and the department is pay- 


| ing out more than a million and a halt 


of dollars in pensions every. week. It 
is the biggest business of the Kind in 
the world, and it grows bigger every

— without any irrigation does not 
essen their popularity; but, where 
irrigation can be had, an occasional 
application of water will be found very 
advantageous. The plants bear very 
heavily and have a longer season of 
fruiting here than in any part of the 
United States. extending as it does 
‘from June to November. The varieties 
of blackberries which have succeeded 
with us the best are Wilson Jr., Lawton 
and Kittatinny. The Early Harvest 
bears abundantly and early, but the 
berries are rather small. Crandall’s 
Early has proven quite valuable. No 
doubt, if an effort were made new 
varieties could be originated in our gar- 
dens that would supersede all.of those 
brought from ovher States. There is 
also a variety called the Evergreen 
blackberry, which was brought to this 
State from Oregon. This foliage is 
retained nearly the entire year, the 
berries are produced scatteringly and 
for a long season, but are of 
large size, rich and sweet. Black- 
berry plants are obtained by digging 
up the suckers which spring 
from the old stock. ‘These generally 
have attached a few fibrous roots and 
are almost sure to grow when planted 
with proper care. They sbould be 
taken up when the plants arg in a dor- 
mant state so that the parent plant 
will not suffer from insufficient root 
force, If for nursery roots the plants 
can be lifted entire and the rocts cut 
into small pieces several inchess long. | 
These are planted. about two inches 
apart and covered from two to three 
inches deep, according to the nature of 
the soil. I¢ a light mulching is at 
hand, it will facilitate the retaining of 
the moisture. and hasten the de- 
velopment of shoots from the roots. 
Biackberry rows should be from six to 
eight feet apart, and plants be no 
closer than three feet in the rows, for 
they soon occupy this space in the 
rows, and, if planted closer, would 
greatly retard cultivation between the

rows. To attain the best results, the 
surface of the soil of the blackberry 
patch should be kept loose and fine, 
care being taken not to use tools which 
@ould cut the roots and bring 
about consequent suckering. If the 
cultivator used does not reach over 
all parts of the ground, the weeds 
shouldbe cleared away and the ground 
kept from caking by the use of a 
scuffle hoe. It is not necessary to give 
the vine posts or supports, as is done 
by some growers, if the plants are 
properly pruned. The training of the 
plants after plänting has much to do 


them. The first growth after planting 
out should not be checked, but when 


strong canes are thrown up the tops 
should be cut or pinched off at a 
height of from, three to 


four feet, so that lateral branches 
will be forced out. Lateral branches 
should be stopped at a distance of ten 
or twelve inches from the main stem. 
It is customary after the leaves fall to 
remove the .eanes which have borne 
fruit during the season. At the same 
time all weakly growth should be re- 


healthy canes, which will show their 
appreciation by giving an abundance 
of lateral shoots and a full crop of fruit. 
The blackbarry is found growing 
naturally in all sorts of soil, both poor 
and rich, and even under the most 
adverse circumstances; but, from this 
it must not be implied that it doas not 
like rich ground. It will thrive in poor 
spots, but the berries will be poor and 
sparse. The richer the ground, the 
better will be the’crop, and it is not 
amiss to apply during the rainy season 
a heavy coating of stable manure, which 
can be plowed under in early spring. 
The bushes begin to bear the second 
year, and if the cultivation is good and 
the ground rich they will be at their best 
for seven or eight years. After that it 
is advisable to transfer the patch to 
another location. But this can be done 
inthe mean time by digging suckers 


beariug. Every country home in Cali- 
fornia should have its blackberry 
patch. Not ony is it a source 
of delicious and healthy food, 
but, if there are children about, 
there is no .s@creation in which 
they take greater delight than in gath- 
ering the berries. The fruit can be 
used in its ripe. state with cream and 
sugar, or can be made into puddings, 
pies, jellies or jams, can be canned, 
dried or made info: wine; but, it mat- 
ters not how many derries you may 
have, there is mo reason for any of 
them going to wuste,; there being be- 
sides the home demand a ready market 


for them in whatevyershape they may 
be prepared tox 2 *

A bud 
that has grown two-feet and is yet a 
mere whip is far better than one four 
feet long that has u to take on the 
tree shape. Buy roots, aud not tops. 

Sixth-Plant the trees twenty-eight 
to thirty feet each wary If you think 
this distance too great, take a tape line 
and visit the Whitney, Owens, Floyd 
or Higgins orchards and measure the 
spread of the tops. Inquire of old 
orchardists, and see if you can find any 
one who wishes he had planted closer. 
Observe the regret of hundreds who 
wish they had set their trees farther 
apart. 

Seventh—Buy hom vn trees. 
Better wait a year and be sure of what 
you are getting than deal with specu- 
lators. You wonld not buy houses, 
horses or lands under such conditions 
as you propose to purchase trees. Why 
put money in trees that require years 
of time and great expenditure of 
money and labor to 8 only to 
learn in the end that you have been 
cheated. Be as business-like with your 
orchard as you are in loaning money. 
Patronize home industry. 

, Eighth—Make every preparation to 
fight all kinds of scale insects. They 
will surely come. 

Ninth—Be willing to walt for fruit. 
Don’t be ina hurry, and allow young 
trees to bear themselves out of shape. 
By setting trees wide apart crops ma 
be grown between them for years. It 
js better to get money from these crops 
than to exact it from the young trees. 

Tenth—Study 8 the lemon.

Plant Figs. 
{Anaheim Budget. 

It there is as fruit thatis entire! 
at home in California it is the fig. It 
flourishes in all soils—sand, clay, red 
clay, adobe or valley loam, though the 
fruit is said to be much superior in 
dry soils. Of the 52 counties in the 
State 45 have figs growing within their 
bounda nes.
